Merlin Elmer Palmer made the 
supreme sacrifice ‘‘Somewhere in 
France” on October 6, 1918, He 
was not enlisted from Wrangell, 
but being identified with the 
town, and having died a hero on 
foreign soil, the organizers of 
the local post were unanimous in 
wishing to honor his memory by 
naming the local post for him.

Merlin Palmer’s fatherin Nebras- 
ka. 

It was Merlin Palmer’s inten- 
tion, had he lived, to return to 
Wrangell as soon as the war was 
over, He was a brother of

Early last March Mr. Orville C. 
Palmer of Wrangell received the 
following communication giving 
an account of the death of his 
brother;

The Legion has assumed a fine, 
patriotic duty in its determina- 
tion to work for the edueation of 
the immigrants and alien resi- 
dents in the principles of Ameri- 
canism. It intends to inculcate 
among these the basi¢ American 
principle that the interests of all 
the people are above those of any 
special class or section of the peo- 
ple. And finally, the comman- 
der of the Legion announces that 
the purpose of his organization 
is to deal with the existing unrest 
and its causes in a common sense 
and patriotic manner,

ucate those who do not know 
what America really and fearless- 
ly stands for—and then common 
sense, just American common 
sense, will work out the problem 
of our salvation.”

A Tinsmith at Work. 


Customs Officer Tells 
of Mysterious Shoot- 
ing of Brown Bear 


From no less reliable source 
than J. J. Hilliard, Eagle’s popu- | 
lar Deputy Collector of Customs, 
comes without doubt one of the| 
most extraordinary and mysteri- | 
ous shootings of a young brown 
bear ever recorded among the 
records of big game hunting in! 
the Territory. The story as told 
by Hilliard is in substance as fol- 
lows: I was going down the Yu-, 
kon river in a small boat in the} 
vicinity of Eagle, when L spied a| 
young brown bear on the shore | 
line, moving very leisurely up} 
toward thebrush. His head was 
slightly raised. I reached for 
my 22 Special rifle, aimed at a! 
point back of his ears intending 
to strike a vital part of the ani- 
mal’s head, and fired; whereupon 


the bear swayed backward slight- | 


ly, and pitched forward dead. 
Going ashore I very carefully ex- 
amined the hide and the body but 
was unable to find the slightest 
aperture, hole or opening which 
the bullet had made in finding its 


way into the bear’s heart, from,
